ALBERTA SCHOOLS 
ARE ALL OPERATING 


The Hon. George P. Smith, Minister 
if Education, has issued a statement 
with regard to,the teacher supply and 
the operation of schools throughout 
the province, which shows the situa- 
tion to be most gratifying, Mr. Smith 
states that the schools of the province 
are today operating one hundred per 
cent strong. There are almost 4,000 
teuchers engaged, and of these about 
3,000 are in rural and village schools. 
While’this ig the period during which 
the number of permits reaches the 
maximum each year, there are only 
$27 ‘schools in the province in the 
hands of permit teachers. This is the 
smallest number of permits in use 
during the months of May and June 
since the province was formed, All 
the. permit teachers have at least 
Grade XI high school standing, and 
many of them are first, second or 
third year university students, while 
some are even university graduates, 
the only thing lacking being their MOF, 
mal School ' training. 

Teacher Supply Much Greater 

Mr. Sinith points out, however, that 
the. situation, encouraging as it is, 
does not mean that all our troubles 
are over. In addition to the 227, per- 
mit teachers, there are about 200 fully 
qualified teachers from «amongst. the 
university students who are teaching 
for the summer months. They will 
return to their studies in October and 
the province will be left again with a 
shortage of probably 400 teachers for 
the winter months; and in spite of 
considerable numbers coming in from 
others provinces, there will be a 
steady wastage which wil cause that 
condition to prevail until the following 
April when the Normal School class 
will graduate. The supply of teachers 
is constantly fluctuating and at certain 
periods of the year we may expect 
serious. diMiculty for some time to 
come. The fact remains, however, 
that while we expect a shortage of 
possibly 400 teachers during the win- 
ter of 1921, the shortage each winter 
for: several years past. hus ranged all 
the wiy Trom’S800 to«moré” tharr1,549: 

Three Encouraging Facts 

We can therefore judge of the sit- 
uation only by comparison, and there 
are three very encouraging facts 
Which may be stated: In the past two 
or three years the number of permits 
has been reduced to one-third of the 
original number. The shortage of 
teachers has been reduced correspond. 
ingly from 1,500 to 400. And the tide 
is flowing strongly in our favor’ as 
large numbers of teachers return 
to the teaching profession and more 
students are offering themselves. 

Survey of Province Being Made 

The Department of Education Is 
leaving nothing to chance and at the 
present moment a most thorough and 
systematic survey is being made of 
every high school class in the province 
of Alberta, and questionnaires submit- 
ted to the pupils in order to learn in 
advance what enrolment may be ex- 
pected in the Normal Schools for the 
coming term. Mr. Smith says that 
while it may be dangerous to pro- 
phesy, he is expecting all three Nor- 
mal Schools to be filled to capacity; 
and he is convinced that if the cend- 
ency of the past twelve months is 
maintained, the teacher shortage pro- 
blem in Alberta will be entirely over- 
within two years,

THE ANNUAL PEST 


The Saskatchewan government de- 
serve credit for their successful war- 
fare against the wily gopher. The de- 
partment of agriculture in 1920 con- 
ducted a gopher contest in the schools 
with the result that 1798 schools en- 
tered, and 2,019,233 gophers were de- 
stroyed at a cost to the department of 
$3,159.79, or 156 each, As an evidence 
of the destructibility of these crea- 
tures, an analysis of the pocket of one 
gopher showed 357 kernels. Roughly 
speaking, this means that each gopher 
eats two pounds of oats every three 
weeks or one bushel a year; so for 
every one hundred gophers on a farm 
the farmer loses $30, calculating the

“Poison the gopher!” should there- 
fore be the slogan of every farmer at 
this time of the year, for he will he 
well rewarded for every effort he 
mikes at this work.

1819—EMPIRE DAY—1921 


May 24 is probably the most widely 
observed holiday throughout the Brit- 
ish empire, First instituted as a gen- 
eral public holiday because it wig the 
birthday (May 24, 1819) of the beloved 
Queen Victoria, the day has been mora 
particularly observed in the colonies 
and self-governing dominions than in 
Great. Britain, and that means that 
May 24 was celebrated this year over 
one-fifth of the world’s habitable sur: 
face. The population of that area ‘is 


416,500,000, or, in other words, about 
one-quarter of the total population of 


the: world, 

» Because of this widespread observ- 
ance of the day May 24th was instl- 
tuted ag Empire Day, and since then 
it has been a special celebration, not 
only of the citizens, but also with the 
children in the schools. 

In large cities, in small towns, in 

village and. hamlet, on prairie and 
veldt, in the snows of the Yukon and 
the bush of Australia, Empire Day is 
remembered and spoken of. The chil- 
dren are told whut the empire of 
Great Britain means to them, and to 
‘the whole world. The flag is raised 
for them as a symbol of freedom and 
justice, they learn that: under its pro- 
tective folds all may rest in peace and 
‘security,

the throne By a sudden and freakish 
turn of fate, although not altogether 
unexpected, she was called to be the 
ruler of a great nation, at the age of 
17, a beautiful, sensible girl of inde- 
pendent spirit, superb judgment and 
marvelous tact. 

As she began her reign, so did she 
maintain it to the very end. As long 
us she lived she was indeed Queen of 
Great Britain, and later was the means 
of beginning the welding process of 
the great dominions, lands and pro- 
tectorates beyond the seas. 

It is to the benign and broad gauge 
spirit of Queen Victoria that this am- 
algamation, this melting together of 
the great English-speaking races, and 
of those races which know not our 
tongue, is largely due. Take her in- 
fluence out of history for the past 70 
years, and the world would be a vast- 
ly different affair. Take her name out 
of the nineteenth century and it would 
be impossible to guess what the world 
would be today.

Who Will Finance the 
the Farmers in. 1921? 


Addressing the last Retail Mer- 
chants’ Convention, «ut Moose Jaw, 
Arthur W. Maybee, manager of the 
Bank of Commerce at that point, 
handed out some pertinent advice, to 
merchants in respect to the: granting 
of credit. 4 \ 
-The whole point of Mr. Maybee’s 
address wag that the banks do’ not 
lend money to merchants to be re- 
loaned, in the form of credit, to the 
farmer, and also that because of this 
too free credit, and due to ovgrstock- 
ing, the merchant fs, often in difficul- 
ties of his own making. This criti- 
cism is perfectly true and merchants 
realize it just as much as anyone else, 
but referring particularly to the mat- 
ter of credit, what are they to do? 

That portion of Mr. Maybee’s ad- 
dress dealing with the extension of 
credit is here reproduced. 

“The banks do not lend money to 
country merchants to lend to the 
farmer. TI want to make myself clear 
on that point. It is not the intention 
of the panks: to lend money to the 
country merchants to pass on to the 
farmer. But doesn’t he do it when he 
buys from the wholesaler at thirty to 
sixty days and hands his merchandise 
over to the farmer on“credits extend- 
ing over eight months? What do you 
call that, except lending money to the 
farmer? f 

If you lend your goods to the farmer 
it is exactly the same thing, and the 
banks are not willing to extend large 
credits. to merchants who transact 
business in that manner. 

We have branches to lend money to 
farmers to carry on their business and 
to pay, their living costs.. If the 
bank is willing to finance the farmer, 
he is perfectly willing to provide him 
with sufficient ‘money to meet the 
necessities of life until the next crop 
is harvested. Now, if that is the case, 


. 


the burden’onthe-merchint, a greater 
burden than , ‘befo yand this at a 
time when condition “make it doubly 
heavy, Last year hundreds of these 
farmers did not get a \crop. Many of 
them owe accounts from one to three 
years past’ due, money owing to mer- 
chants, not, banks, “Would there be 
any use of such farmers making ap- 
plication. to’ any, \bank’ for’ a loan to 
carry them .through? until fall? 

« The merchant?ig less able to’ grant 
credit this year than ever before. He 
has beon hard hit himself. Merchan- 
dise he hought at peak prices has de- 
preciated in value, he. is overstocked 
with unseasonable goods which must 
be sold at .a loss.» He fs heavily in- 
debted to the ‘wholesalers and is. un- 
able to effect collection of his own 
outstanding accounts, yet as surely as 
day follows night the average western 
merchant is going to’ be overwhelmed 
with ‘applications for credit from now 
on, > 
Every retailer would doubly wel- 
came some system such as that outlin- 
ed by Mr. Maybee, whereby the farm- 
er, would pay cash for,all he required 
to-use. Merchants understand only 
too well the risk and worry entailed 
by a credit. business, especially in a 
district where settlement depends en- 
tirely upon the uncertainty of a grain 
crop, but he has to take the chance 
with the majority of his customers 
because a large proportion of them 
would not be good for sufficient ac- 
commodation from_the bank to carry 
them through the summer. 

“If,” as Mr. Maybee says, “the far 
mers credit ig not good cnough for 
the bank, it is certainly not good 
enough for the merchant.” Very true, 
but how many cf your customers are 
good for say $500 at the local bank? 
A brief survey will show perhaps 50 
per cent this year. What of the other 
50 per cent? 

The bank. is in business to loan mon- 
ey—to those whose <financial standing 
warrants it—it-does not want the bus- 
iness-of the man without assets who 
is striving tooth and: nail to put him- 
self in a position where he can go to 
the bank and be reasonably sure of a 
favorable hearing. This, it will be re- 
membered, are in the great majority 
here in the west; they are the men 
who made the west, Some of them 
grew big in the making, Dut many did 
not and they have to be considered. 

The season_of 1921 just opening, of- 
fers an excellent opportunity to see if 
Mr. Maybee’s policy: will work ont. 
The farmers would like to pay cash; 
the. merchant would, prefer to have 
them do so, but will the banks make 
good ?—Exchange. 


is there a reason why the country DRAGGED FROM ‘HOS- 


merchant ‘should burden pyc with 
hundreds of thousands’ of dollars, as 
he does every year, by extending cred- 
its to farmers who could just ag well 
borrow enough money. to pay ‘cash on 
a thirty day basis. 

There is no reason why the banks 
could not advance the money to farm- 
ers for the purpose of paying your ac- 
count, but if you extend credit to a 
farmer and do not require him to pay 
for months, it means that the money 
represented by the goods is locked wp 
there, and you cannot make a second 
profit out of it, whereas if’ you had 
your business on a thirty days’ basis 
you would have this capital to re-in- 
vest. 

T cannot speak at all for the other 
banks, but I know what the policy of 
our institution is, and I can see no 
reason why a country merchant doing 
business with the bank should put on 
his books a single charge account 
against any farmer, whose credt, if 
it is good enough for him, should not 
at the same time be-gaod enough for 
the bank.” 

The foregoing makes it perfectly 
plain that the banker takes the stand, 
“Tam here to loan money, which is 
my business. If you merchants \as- 
sume this function by granting credit; 
then we cannot finance you.” It 
sounds reasonable, and it is reason- 
able, but what of the hundreds of 
farmers to whom the banks will not 
advance money? . They are utterly de- 

pendent upon the crop that lies in the 

future. Unless they can either obtain 

credits or borrow money, they cannot 
carry on. 

For every farmer financially equip- 
ped to borrow from a bank there are 


commodation, yet these ‘small farm- 
ers are doing their part in the de- 
velopment of our country. They are 
farming on a “hand to mouth” prin- 
ciple, true, but that possibly is not 
their fault and decidediy not their 
wish. Give these men a good crop 
and most of them would be only too 
willing to settle all obligations, but 
in order to get the crop they must 
have help, 

Such men, in spite of what Mr. May- 
bee says in respect to lending money 
to farmers, do not go to the bank 
for accommodation for they have not 
the security to offer which the banks 
would expect, consequently they look 
to the retailer for credit.
